Alas for (he fallen
heroes ! —*‘the three hundred thousand goo | and
tried"—who once followed those flags with high
hope, brave resolve, and patriotic devation, but
whose ears are now deafl to trumpet's clangor
or cannon's boom, and whose gravas are scual-
tered over many distant plains, on the lonely
mountain’s side, in the wilderness, on the wild
prairie's bosom, or in the depths of the torest
and the mornss! IHow shall we ever pay the
debt we owe to the men who gave thelr lives
for the country? Their orphans were with us
vesterday—bright, sturdy boys, and sweet-facod
girls—a lovely group of chiluren, of whom the
Htate ought to be proud, and who ought to be
the objects of her tenderest solicitude and most
affectionate care,

And who, without emotion, could look upon
the soldiers themselves, yesterday, survivors of
80 great a war, actors in scones that will be so
immortal in the pages of history! Men] like
ourselves, it is true, and yet men who have
faced death in nthousand asppalliog forms, It
is easy to talk about, but they who did it deserve
our lasting honor and our perpetual prase.

There too were some of our grent olllcers,—
MeavE, the hero of Gettysburg, that Waterloo ol
the Repellion; Haxcock, the very brouw {deal of
a soldier, renowned upon almosl every great
battle-field of the war; Howarp, onr American
Havevook, and Geary, loader of the White Star
Division, both highly distinguished on maeny
bleody fields, and both conspicuous in thal great
march from the mountains to the sea; hesida:
many others whom time and space would fail us
to mention mn deiail, but whose names and
decds will find an Lonorable place upon the
scroll of history. It was a feast to the eyes in
behold 0 many of these gallant men together,

As we turn Irom the solemn pageantey ol the
scene which wranspired betore our eyes yester-
day, how cau we help asking, What was all this
agrest and memorable struggle really for? Was
there no vital prineiple at the bottom of it?
Did po living idea inform it? Had it no menn
ing ¥ Was it merely that aset of vile traitora
might be reclothed wiltk political power? Wus
that all¥ 1If so0, then we have made a groat
waste of treasure and blood, and mar well
write “Oh lame and Impotent conclugion™ over
all our lnbors, But it is not so, There was bt
one cause worthy of the magnificent straggla,
and that was the cause of humau liberly as
bound up in the integrity nnd perpetaity of our
Government. Take that idea from the coutest,
and It was a vain aud ignoble sacritice of sub-
stance and ol life,

The sound of battle has ceased. We have
gathered up the fragments, The torn standards,
the bloody baunners, the scarred ensigos, the
flying flogs have at last all been folded np and
Joid away. DBut forget mnot, oh brave men,
valiant and fa'thiul, that the conflict of ideas
still rages, The fruits of our victorie: In the
field must be deiended at the ballot-box, or they
will turn to dust and ashes upon our lips!

Governor Cuitin’s Speech.

Tus specches yesterday were appropriate, and
filled with the wue spirit of the great occasion.
Governor CurTiy was cheered most entbhusiasti-
eally during his very interesting and eloquent
address. When he slluded to the dutles of the
hour growing out of the great siruggle through
which we have passed, he struck a chord which
seemed to tind an answer in every bogom preseunt,
und the vast crowd responded in long continuned
and veaement applause. His words upon thal
point deserve to be printed in letters of gold,
He said:—

“In the preeonce of these mute symbols of liviog
goldiers (polntin g to the fla 8); of yonder tonchiug
memorials ol our dead soldiers, (pomting to the
oluldren); o lealty to the blood poured out like
woter; 1o romembrance of the sorrows yeél to be as-
svaged, and the burdens yot to bo b.rne, the wraves
yot 10 be nuwbered, aud the horrors yot to be for-
gotten ; in loyalty to oar S'ate, to our goautry, to
our jellow-mwen everywhore, and to God, lef wa ris
{0 the height of our great privileges, and plice the
American Government upun  the enduring basis of
juatice and liberty, This 18 the great lesson of the
war, nnd the very rock of pohtioal tretu, ‘Whoso-

ever falls upon it will be oroken, and upon wlhiomso-
ovor it shall fall 1t wol grind him to powder." "'

Who does not leel that =uch sentiments as
these do honor to bumanity? They rise Lo the
dignity and impressiveness of n greal oceasion,
aud seize hold of the immortal prineiple which
wa2 at the bottom of our grand achlevemeats,

vesterday, as he rode amid his old comrades in
arms, surrounded by the torn banners which he
and they had followed to victory and glory «n
50 many well-fought felds of the war, could
have no doubt a& to where the hearts of the
people are 1o Our presont political contest.
Geany is the people’s favorite, and well e
deservea to be. He perilied his life for his
country st an hour when many of his present
defsmers were anxlously listening for the
approsch of the Rebel hordes, und ready to
welcome them with outstretched arms, i

Tarirr.—The new tarllf, althoogh it doos nol
protect Pennsylvapw's industries as much ug
could be desired, yet, at the same time, s the
best compromise that could be secured, If there
is one question on which & people are umted, it
is that of protection within our State borders,
The fesling is almost unanimons, and as Appraow
romarked that in France “‘even the children
spoke French,"” so s It noticeable thuat eveu the
children In Pennsylvania talk intelligently in
favor of the cardinal doctrine lo our politlesl
aystem—an high protective tariil.

What is Required in Public Men.
Tre gualification of a Chiel Mugistrate, as laid
down by Jerrunsox, required of hm honeaty,
papability, and devotion to the Constitution;
and while these qualities ave requisite in every
public man, there are others which are equally
neocssary in order that o sintesman should be
available to his conntry. There appears to have
been & growing tendency during the Inst hall
century to select for popular leaders and power-
ful legislatore men who possessed only fluency of
¢poech, & faculty of expression, and the ability
to make a pharp reply., While an able debater
is cerlainly an acquisition to any deliberative
body, yet at the same time vhers are requisiles
80 much more essential that it is important that
we should not overlook tiem,and make a cholse
becange of a fluent and, it 18 too often the case,
a fippant tongue. We neod not so much public
men of universn! information as public men
who have most thoroughly mapstered some par-
ticular principle in political economy, and up-
derstand ite application Lo the daily workings of
practical legsiation. A man who is vniversally
informed i€ too generally not well informed on
any one eubject. He knows a little of all,
but nope well, HMe = a pleasant com-
panion, a good falker, n ready debater, bat a
most shallow and dangerons legislator, All great
statesmen have been distinguizhed for a fami-
liar knowledge of oue branch of politios, Hawir.
roN, who, had he lived, would probably bave
been the greatest publie character of the aee,
had mastered finanee,  Both the Apamses were
fumiline with our diplomatic rolutions, Wrasres
with the constitutional guestions of the day,
Cray with internal improvements; while, In the
presont bge, Sewarp and Svmyer have devoted
their intellects to our foreigu relations, Fesapx-
prd and SHERMAN (0 monetary affuirs, Winson
to wilitary orgamzation, and so0 on over a long
izt of ‘successinl men. The oratorical power of
these men §8 o mere adjunct; it was their parti-
cular derartment which raised them and kept
them up., When a man s g0 well versed in a
specinl political machine as to be pre-eminsntly
acquainted with its workings, then he is secure.
tor whenever any question bearing on the work-
ing ot his specialty comes up, the body ol which
he is o member and the counntry ab large will
turn to bim nud take his advice,

There are men now in the Senato who are but
eeldom found figurine in the paners, whose
nanes apjpest merely on 4 report of o vote, and
yeb it is these sllont men who rul: the conntry.
The light in which a2 man 15 viewad in this
couniry, sud i the Houvse of which heis a
member, is generally directly dilferent. The
fluent and persistent speuker appears n grent
man to the people, yel he is the one that is often
held of small importance in Congressional pro’
ceedinge, It stands to reasorn that 8 man who
ventilates every idea that occurs, can have no
opportunity of brirglng his ideas to maturity.

Yhat each aspirant for a pubhe position shonld
study some one depurtment, 18 but a simple [al-
filment of the law ol division eof labor. In
guiding a ship each has his post, and why
should not the pilats of the ship of state be
thus apportioned ? Grapsronm rose by his devo.
tion to tinance, Pirr by his foreign views, Wer-
pINGrox by s military experience, Conpes by
his Corn laws, Brigar by bis suffrage senti-
ments,and 50 all others by a specialty In politics.

Then let us of America see to it thst we have
lepislators who can handle with perfect froedom
sowe one departmenrt, who will be an anthority
n it, and not a general cursory examiner of all,
When we have all our post: of Government
thus adminiztered, we will have not only a
Utopian political sjstem, but the constant
chapges in our public wen would be dune away
withy, and a thovoughly able man returped trom
vear to year in the position which he is qualitied
to i1, The chaff would be burned, but we
would garner and preserve the wheat,
